H« 
was picking the iron from the bottom of 
the pile and undermined it, causing it 
to slide, burying him under the mass. 
Employes working near by hurried to 
the scene and after considerable work 
managed to dip him out from under the 
iron. 


Philip was apparently lifeless and 3 


call was at once scut in for Coroner 
Kesler and an undertaker.

Hankow, China. Oct. 1".—The im- 


perial 
government began 
aggressive 


preparations for the re-capture of Han- 
kow and Wu-Chang today.

National Bank Note Is- . 


sued in State. 


DATES BACK TO. 1863 


In a little frame hanging behind 


the glass railing at the: Nuttman bank 
in this city is the first national bank 
note ever issued in the state'of Indiana. 
It is of the $3 - denomination, but Its 
owner. Oliver S. Hanna, regards it as so 
notable a keepsake that he could not be 
induced to put a price upon it. 


The note was issued by the First Xar 


tional bank "of this city, which was the 
first national bank to be organized in 
Indiana, and one of. the very first in- the 
country to begin business under the 
provisions of the national banking net 
in 1863. The note bears the signature 
of '-T, D. Nuttman. as pres'dent, and W~. 


B. Fisher, as cashier. It is No. I of the 
issue, and the design of the note is 
materially, different 
from that 
with 


which people of today are familiar.; En- 
graved upon it are the signatures of L. 
E. Chittenden; as register of the treas- 
w:y, and F. E. Spinner as treasurer of 
the United States. 


When the late J. D. Nuttman affixed 


his signature to the note as president o: 
the First National bank, he placed the 
initial'bill in his pocket as a memento, 
and carried it during the remainder of 
tiis life. It descended to Mr. Hanna, 
son-in-law of the pioneer financier, and 
JJr. Hanna has just placed it on ex- 
hibition. 
The note is excellently pre- 


served, never having been in circulation. 
The number of the note is indisputable 
evidence of its authenticity as the first 
national bank note issued in the state, 
inasmuch as at that time—November 
1863—there was no 'other national bank, 
in Indiana save the First in this city.
